Therefore, all of the above prior art fails to disclose at said controller in said vehicle, 
deriving information relating to restrictions on the use of personal communications devices in at 
least one geographic region, at said controller in said vehicle, determining whether said 
geographic location of said vehicle bears a predetermined relationship to at least one of said 
geographic regions, transmitting a message from said controller in said vehicle to said at least 
one personal communications device imposing restrictions on use of each said personal 
communications device while said predetermined relationship exists. 

Claims 1-27, 37-40, 48-51 are cancelled. 

Claims 28-36, 41-47, 52-68 are allowed based on Brown et al. in view of Sagers et al.
